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Local Boy Wins Three Top Awards 
in Prince Georges Science Fair 


A six-inch reflecting telescope 
capable of picking up distant stars, 
which he built by himself in every 
detail, won for 14-year-old Ste- 
Phan Mintz of 1-C Westway three 
top honors, including the second 
grand award in the junior division. 
at the tenth annual Prince Geores 
Area Science Fair held at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland Student Acti- 
vities building during the past 
weekend. 

Steve, a student in the ninth 
grade of Greenbelt Junior High 
School won first prize in the field 
of earth sciences and astronomy, 
competing against 49 other exni- 
bits prepared by students from 
nine junior high schools in the 
county. He also received a special 
award presented by the National 
Capitol Astronomers Society. 


Martin Berkofsky of 5-A Ride. 


and Glenn Lewis, also students at 
Greenbelt Junior High, won a 
second prize in the field of elec- 
tronics. They constructed and 
demonstrated a working model of 
a new device called the Tesla coil, 
which is a means of actually broad- 
casting, electrical energy. Three 
other Junicr high students won 
honorable mention certificates. 
These were Sandra Willis, Peggy 
Korty and Yvonne Adams. 

Adj] 11 first prize winners in their 
respective fields vied for the two 
grand awards in the junior division. 
Kach was given a grueling 30- 
minute oral examination on his 
knowledge of the subject ‘of. his 
exhibit. Young»Mintz in winning 
the second grand prize received 
an expensive 35-milimeter camera 
and a plaque which he will share 
with the first grand award winner. 
The plaque with their names on 
it will be displayed for six months 
at each of their schools. 

Steve started his telescope pro- 
ject several months ago when it 
occurred to him that he should 
have a six-inch telescope to pursue 
properly his Jatest hobby of as- 
tronomy. Since it was out of the 
question to buy such an _ instru- 
ment, which runs about $250, he 
decided he would have to build 
his own. Besides, he thought it 
might be fun, since he had never 
tried to do anything like this be- 
fore. 

Scorning a ready-made mirror, 
Steve tackled the hard work of 
grinding his own six-inch parabolic 
mirror, the heart of the telescope. 
Spending a half-hour at night at 
the painstaking, monotonous task 
of polishing the mirror, he re- 
quired a total of 14 hours to com- 
plete the job. He made one slight 
error which forced him to start 
all over again. He also had to 
make a mount for the instrument 
which had to be weighed to give 
it perfect balance. 

Steve feels that some credit 
should go to his science teacher, 
Mrs. Wistort, who encouraged him 
to enter the science fair. Steve's 
father also assisted and fretted 
and worried along with his son 
until it was finished. 

The project might have gone 
faster if Steve had given it his 
full time, but he did not want to 
neglect his several other interests. 
For the past seven years he has 
studied art, the last three years 
at the Corcoran Art Gallery, where 
he is considered an exceptional 
student. Last year he took up the 
clarinet, and he now plays in the 
Greenbelt Community Band and 
the junior high band. For a num- 
ber of years he has raised tropical 
fish, and he recently took up photo- 
graphy. 

As if that isn’t enough to keep 
him busy, he also has found time 
to become a better than average 
fisherman, to be an expert swim- 
mer, and to play golf well enough 


to shoot a 59 in nine holes. 
Science, however, is definitely his 
main interest, and he plans a 
scientific career specializing in 
physics. Meanwhile, he is now 
considering the building of a 12- 
inch telescope. After that, he is 
thinking of a radio telescope. Why? 
Because he hasn't tried everything 
in the field of electronics yet.

Eight Incumbents of GHI Board Get 
Safe Margin; Runoff For Ninth Post

Expressing confidence once again in their present board of 
directors, Greenbelt Homes, Inc. members returned to office for an- 
other 1-year term eight incumbents and gave a lead to a ninth in 
the balloting at the annual membership meeting, March 26 and 27. 


Top man in the voting was pre- 
sent GHI preisdent Ed ‘Burgoon 
with. 218 votes out of a possible 
282 ballots cast, followed by Frank 
Lastner with 208 votes. Third 
place saw a tie between Lloyd L. 
Moore and George Eshbaugh with 
200 votes apiece. Other incum- 
bents elected in descending order 
of votes were Hans Jorgensen (187), 
Bruce Bowman (177), Percy H. 
Andros (160), and Frank A. Kir- 
by (149). 

In a close contest, the ninth 
incumbent, Ralph Bartholomew, 
edged cut by a 135 to 121 count 
newcomer Virginia Beauchamp. 
However, Bartohlomew failed by 
six votes to get the necessary 
majority—141 - for Eelection, thus 
necessitating a run-off election to- 
day between the two candidates. 
The candidate receiving the most 
votes in the runoff will be de- 
clared the winner, regardless of 
how many votes are cast. 


The unsuccessful candidates in 
descending order were Gerald 
Boisvert and Emory A. Harmon 
with 98 votes, Jane Hunt (89), and 
Joseph Cherry (87). 

A four-sided contest featured 
the election ffor the three posts 
on the audit committee. Winners 
were Charles; Cormack, Sr. (198), 
Daleton J. Smith (175), and Allen 
D. Morrison (169). Ann Levine, 
the unsuccessful candidate, re- 
ceived 152 votes. 

For the first time in the history 
of the housing co-op, a contest 
developed over the election of the 
5-man nominations and elections 
committee. The candidates were 
George W. Adams, Beverly Fonda, 
George Freaner, Ben Rosenzweig, 
Steve Polaschik, and David Leh- 
man. The first five named were 
‘elneterd: jt Aten iN nai 

The number of valid ballots cast 
-—282—-was higher than last year's 
all-time low of 259, but  consi- 
derably below the 367 votes cast 
in the 1956 election. Of the 284 
ballots (including 2 invalid ones), 
158 were cast by residents of brick 
homes and 126 by residents of 
frame units. Over 1,500 GHI mem- 
bers—approximately 1,000 in the 
frame and 550 in the brick—were 
eligible to vote. Thus, the propor- 
tion of brick residents voting was 
over twice as great as that of 
frame residents. 

The organization of the new 
board will take place at the 
board’s next scheduled meeting, 
Friday, April 11. The board elects 
its officials—president, vice-presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer—in- 
dependent of the popular vote in 
the election. 

GHI officials expressed disap- 
pointment at the low attendance 
and voting at the annual member- 
ship meeting. It was felt that in- 
clement weather was a factor as 
well as the fact that no burning 
isues were at stake. The only pro- 
posal up for a vote was a by-law 
change to provide two-year terms 
for the board of directors and to 
stagger their election. Since no 
official action could be taken on 
this proposal, the nine members 
elected to the board this year will 
continue to serve for one year.

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City Council Reviews 
W-K Contract of GHI 


The city council at its last regu~ 
lar meeting on Tuesday, March 24 
heard an answer to its letter te 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., requesting 
details of the recent amendment 
to the contract betwen GHI and 
the Continental Corp., the build- 
ing subsidiary of the Warner- 
Kanter Corp. which purchased the 
vacant residential land in Greem- 
belt three years ago. The counei? 
had expressed its concern over the 
deletion of restrictions on develop- 
ing the land. 

GHI gave no details except to 
quote from the contract amendé- 
ment that CCC would abide by the 
zoning and building regulations 
prescribed by public agencies. GHI 
also noted that the council had 
originally objected to the Green- 
belt Master Land Plan prepared 
at the direction of the housing cor- 
poration as an infringement upon 
council authority. 


GHI board member Bruce Bow- 
man, attending the meeting for 
another purpose, explained that 
Warner-Kanter had _repeatedhy 
claimed that one of the principal 
reasons for lack of progress in 
the development of the land was 
the severély limiting building re- 
strictions imposed by the original 
contract. He said that GHI want- 
ed to eliminate any possible ex- 
cuse for further delay. 


Bowman also stated that there 
is no clear-cut interpretation of 
the restriction that 50 percent of 
the trees must remain up. This 
could mean 50 percent of the trees 
on each lot, on a parcel of land, or 
the entire area to be developed. 

Councilman Smith asserted that 
the county commissioners, who 
make all zoning decisions, fully 
respect the recommendations of Io- 
cal jurisdictions. He also said it 
would be impossible to dictate to 
land developers the boundaries of 
park and recreation areas to be 
laid in a development. Councilman 
Alan Kistler said that the only an- 
swer was for the council to move 
ahead with its own restrictive zone 
ing regulations and building code. 
A special meeting with the city 
solicitor has been planned to ex- 
plere this matter. 


Parking of Private Trucks 

The council at this meetings also 
heard 2 petition from a local resi- 
dent who owns a large dump- 
truck, which he uses in his con- 
tracting business outside of Green- 
belt and also uses to drive to and 
from his work. He requested per- 
mission to use the public parking 
lot at the commercial center to 
park his truck at night. (No trucks 
larger than a three-quarter ton are 
allowed to park there.) 

City Manager Cahrles McDonald 
reported that he had offered the 
use of the city warehouse area, 
which had been refused because 
of its isolated location, but even 
that would become a problem if 
several private trucks were habit- 
ually parked there. The truck own- 
er revealed that he had made ar- 
rangements with the service sta- 
tion at the Center to park on its 
property. The council agreed that 
it would be unwise to change the 
parking regulation and noted that 
this particular truck owner had 
adequately solved his own problem.

JUDICIOUS ADVICE 


To the Editor: 

The proposed charter change re- 
quiring Council’s confirmation of 
persons appointed department 
heads is similar to the provision of 
the U. 8S. Constitution requiring 
Senate confirmation of Presidential 
appointment of government officers. 
The problem was discussed in the 
constitutional convention and by 
Alexander Hamilton in the Fed- 
eralist. papers. That discussion may 
be boiled down to this: If appoint- 
ments are made by the executive 
without approval of the legislature. 
the executive could make appoint- 
ments based upon personal fa- 
voritism or other personal con- 
siderations and he could be the 
victim of pressure groups, since 
he acts in secret not subject to 
public scrutiny. The mere possibi- 
lity of appointments being based 
upon legislative log rolling and 
other political practices incident to 
legislative confirmation was not 
regarded as a real threat to good 
government. Appointments must 
pe made by the executive, who 
would have sole authority to initiate 
appointments but would have to sat- 
isfy the legislature that appointees 
are fit to hold the office to which 
appointed. 








Every advantage expected from 
executive appointments would be 
<ierived from the power of nomina- 
tion, while the disadvantages “which 
might attend the absolute power 
of appointment” would be avoided. 
Hamilton said that, “It is not easy 
to conceive a plan better calculated 
than this to promote a judicious 
choice of men.’ This system has 
worked well in the national gov- 
ernment for almost two centuries; 
there has never been any strong 
movement to change it. There is 
no reason why it would not work 
well here. 

As a matter of fact in some local 
government, officers such as the 
treasurer are elected directly by 
the people. Under that arrange- 
ment there is an independent check 
on expenditures of public funds be- 
fore disbursement and hence er- 
roneous expenditures by the execu- 
tive. cannot. so readily occur as 
where the executive has an un- 
checked control over everything, 
including expenditures and the hir- 
ing and firing of the treasurer.

NOBODY RESPONSIBLE 


To the Editor: 


It is unfortunate that those who 
have changed our City Charter are 
unwilling to publicly state their 
reasons—either in the City Council 
or in the News-Review. However, 
they have been willing to discuss 
their reasons privately, when you 
meet them on the street or seek 
them out. 


Since I believe the Charter 
changes are bad, and the slap-dash 
way they changed the Charter is 
bad, I think it most important 
that there be public discussion of 
the issues. So I should like to re- 
port on talks I had with the Coun- 
cilmen at the time the Charter was 
being changed. 


Councilman Edwards explained 
to me that he thinks the Charter 
gives too much power to the City 
Manager when it gives him full 
control of hiring and firing of City 
employees. He said this makes it 
possible for a clique to control the 
City by controlling just one person 
—the City Manager. 

But I aurged that for the Coun- 
cil to share the hiring and firing 
power with the City Manager can 
result in political considerations 


field, where performance should be 
the sole consideration. 

In order to check my own opin- 
ion, I later discussed this point 
with Dr. Maurice O’Donnell of the 
Bureau of Governmental Research 
at the University of Maryland. He 
contends that giving Council veto 
powers in hiring and firing of De- 
partment heads will make it impos- 
sible for a City Manager to pro- 
perly manage, and will make it im- 
possible for Greenbelt to obtain 
the services of competent city man- 
agers. 

The Council is solely responsible 
for policy, and the Manager is sole- 
ly responsible for administration, 
under our council-manager form 
of government. When you mix these 
up, nobody is responsible and good 
government suffers. 

In later letters I should like to 
comment on points raised by Coun- 
cilman Smith and Councilman 
Goldfaden when I sought them out 
to learn the reasons for their action 
in this matter.

It is enough to make you don 
sackcloth and ashes merely to re- 


_flect upon the prospect of a team 


like the Washington Senators as 
they bravely venture out on the 
field next week to begin another 
season of baseball. Before they do, 
there’s a rather sad, but familiar, 
tableau as Calvin Griffith, with 
plangent optimism, makes his an- 
nual pilgrimage to 1600 Pennsyl- 
vania ave.
